At 20
he purchaged s i, amd - within  the
next 24 yeurs guthered foom it a forfune
of more than a hundred thovsand dol.
Inrs, This was during the reign of
moderate prices before the war, and his
fortune was the result solely of his good
Judgment, energy and perserverance,
applied in his fariniog, and without
speculation or remarkable opportunities.
Afr. Conant made good use of hig money,
During his life he gave over $20,000 (o
the chiurches and schools of hils town;

for it welfare, Accordingly, *“hisgrand.
esl benefactions,' says the Mirror and
Farmer, “were to the Agricaltural
College at Hanover. Upon this Instito.
tion the Jaffrey farmer Invished gifts
which nggregated more than $70,000,
and It 1s to his generosity that the Blate
ia Indebted for the college farm, and, in
fact, the college itself, ‘Conaunt Hall,’
erected by funds contributed by him, Is
one of the monuments to his memory,
and the twenty-three scholarships, one
for every town in Cheshire county, will
alwnys bear witness fo his eolear head
and his liberal haod,”*

Htrdening Slul.

As the hardness depends on the quick-
ness with whieh it is cooled there are
better materials than water, which, be-
sides, gives an unequal temper, the
steam bubbles developed interrupting
contact. Another thing, water Is a bad
conductor of heat, and if the bubbling
and heat did not put it in motion it
would be unfit for hardening, Water
with plenty of fvein it gives a harder
temper; small tools may be stuck into
a piece of ice, ag jewellers and wateh-
makers Insert them in a plece of sealing
wax. Oll is also used hy them as being
better than water, as it does not evapo-
rate so easily. The Damascus steel blndes
are tempered In a strong current of
cold alr passing through a narrow slit.
This gives a much more uniform and
equal temperament than water. But
the most effective liquid Is the only
liguid metal—mercury, This being o
good conduetor of heat—in fact the very
best liquid conductor and the only c¢old
one—appears to be the best liquid for
hardening steel cutting tools. The best
steel, when forged into shape and hard-
ened in mercury will cut almost any-
thing, We have seen articles made from
ordinary steel, which have been harden.
«d and tempered to o deep straw color,
turned with comparative ease with out-
ting toola from good tool steel hardened
in mercury. Beware of inhaling the
vapor while hardening.
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The Poar Blight and Linseed 0il.

The Rural Home, of Rochester, N, Y.,
says : ‘A year ago we gave some nc-
vount of experiments by D. P, Westoot,
of thiscity, In treating blighted pear
trees with linseed ofll. He had, in the
latter part of the previous year, washed
several pear trees, which had commenc-
ed blighting, with raw linseed oil, and
the spread of the blight semed to be
arrested, and the trees had then put
forth their follage, which nppeared per-
fectly henlthy, r

“Wefelt n little anxious to koow
whether those trees entirely recovered,
or whether in course of Inst season they
succumbed. Bo on June 15t we vislted
the grounds sgain, and were pleased to
find his trees looking perfectly healihy
and making a vigorous growth of new
woold. You can see upon  the trunks,
and on some of the branches, the desd
blackened exterior bark, showing the
effects of the blight, two years since,
but not a leaf indioates thatany remnant
of the disease remuins. We took aknlfe,
and catting through the dead bark,
found the inner bark green and sound.
We think that these results are sufMicient
to warrant further trial of the remedy,
as it easlly applied and seéts o do the
tree o injury,*
